The harvest has been gathered and all its
wealth expended  withent diminishing the
needs of the administration. The enthusi-
asm of the volunteer battalions has been
changed to discord and distrust, and the first
act of the new commander is a significant
order to the few hundreds of troops he has
brought with him to march into the great
fortress that commands the island capital and
bhold no intérconrse with the volunteers or
troops in the city.

After this General de Rodas lands and
walks in solemn procession the distance of a
few rods which lie between the landing place
und the palace. Not a female face beams
upon his arvival, and the grim and belted val-
utiteers receive im with a few scanty cheers
and an abundanee of erviticisms upon his hear-
ing and his snpposed intentions, They had
vivlated all law in deposing his pradecessor,
mnd in the four weeks during which they had
controlled the government they had learned
the wurgency of itsneeds, and had come to
apprecinte the great fuct that their hopes
c¢onld trinmph only through succor from
Spain., He is the first instalment of this
succor and the depositary of the power of the
mwetropolis, and bis words are waited forin
auxions silence.
